But if Alan Davidson 
ends up with Arsenal, 
Kosmina believes under- 
standably that a suc- 
cessor of his calibre 
does not grow on trees. 


THERE has been plenty of discussion about 
the standard of football from the various 
teams in the World Soccer Series. 

There has not been much talk at all about 
the standard of refereeing. A few words are 
overdue. 

Fortunately most of the games have been 
controlled reasonably by the match offi- 
cials; yet a few matches stick out like a 
sore thumb and even the kindest critic would 
be pushed to say “well done, ref!” 

One match, in particular, was a 
shocker. We saw a goalkeeper deliberately 
throw a punch at an Australian player and he 
was allowed to get away with it. 

Surely the Laws of the Game decree that 
instant dismissal should be the automatic 
punishment for throwing punches. 

In the same game, another punch was thrown 
by a visiting player. He, too, was al- 
lowed to stay on the pitch. 

This is simply not good enough. No re- 
feree, whether in a European Cup tie or a 
friendly exhibition, has the right to ig- 
nore the rules. 

lt is all very well to say the dismiss- 
al of players would spoil the match for the 
spectators. So what. That’s the sort of 
talk we expect in Rugby League but certain- 
ly not in Soccer. 

Why do visiting stars deliberately 
break the rules when they play in this coun- 
try ? 

Could it be that they treat Australians 
as hillbilly players and bracket our 
referees and spectators the same way and, 
with that feeling prevailing, belleve 
they can get away with actions they would 
not dare perpetrate in their home country ? 

If other words, do these glamour players 
look down on us ? 

Consider the strange incidents in the 
Brisbane match between Australia “B” and 
Iraklis. 

Referee Kibbler showed the red card to an 
Iraklis player. Then the Iraklis coach 
called his whole team off the field - al- 
though he claimed later he only wanted a chat 
with them to let things cool off. 

The situation was resolved in the most 
unprofessional way by withdrawing the red 
card and substituting it with a yellow. The 
offending player was still taken off but 
a replacement was allowed on. 

Here again, the Laws of the Game were 
fractured, smashed, shattered. 

The Australian Soccer Federation will 
have to do something about refereeing stan- 
dards if it is to remain in the business of 
promoting these international matches. 

And the very first step should be to call 
on help from the one man in this country who 
knows what it is all about...Tony Bos- 
kovic. 

Bosko should be made virtually a dic- 
tator, with the power to select the ideal — 
referees for each match and to get them to- 
gether for thorough talks about what is 
required of them. 

But Boskovic appears to be playing no 
part in the current World Soccer Series. 
What a waste of talent. 

He has the experience, the knowledge and the 
time to sort out the refereeing problems 
bedevilling some matches in this series. 

With his enormous experience of Soccer 
all over the world, Bosko also has — or 
should have — the respect of every referee in 
Australia. 

Come to think of it, there is no reason 
why the still-fit Boskovic should not be 
out there in the middle with his whistle.

hagas Rangers, who 
were downed 3-2 by the 
Socceroos in that tre- 
mendous encounter at the 
SCG, went to the Shaky 
Isles and took the Kiwis’ 
pants down and_ slapped 
their rumps to the tune of 
3-0. 


Later by telephone, 
Rangers manager, Big 
Jock Wallace, told me that 
in his opinion New Zea- 
land was “way behind” 
the Socceroos in the pre- 
paration and develop- 
ment. 

As the big man is al- 
ways a straight shooter, 
there is no doubt to ques- 
tion his judgment on this 
fact. 

However, it is also wise 
to remember that the 
Kiwis have a habit of pul- 
ling out a little extra when 
they meet the Socceroos. 

With this in mind, they 
must always be treated 
with caution. 

But now with Arok in 
command of the Austra- 
lian battalion, I am confi: 
dent that New Zealand's 
reign as Oceania champ- 


ions is quickly nearing an 
end. 

For while our players 
such as Alan Davidson, 
Graham est John 
Kosmina, David Ratcliffe, 
Marshall’ Soper and Ken 
Murphy, to name a few, 
are nearing their peak 
and playing better in ev- 
ery outing, the New 
Zealanders are on the 
slide.

This was proved in their 
performance in the Olym- 
pic Games final qualify- 
ing round in Singapore 
and furthered against the 
Rangers in Auckland. 


In what seems a desp- 
eration move, the Kiwis 
are trying to rush through 
the naturalisation of over- 
seas cast-offs into their 
set-up and, because of 
this, their present lineups 
are’ being called New 
Zealand XIs. 


So much for home- 
grown Kiwi talent. 

The man in the hot seat 
for the Kiwis at the pre- 
sent time is their director 


of coaching and national 
team boss, Allan Jones, 

Jones, who is never 
short for a word, and at 
times seems as if he has 
been innoculated with a 

gramophone needle, 
recently described him- 
self in an interview as a 
“realist and an optimist” 
while talking about the 
New Zealand problems. 

In this interview, he 
stated that in his opinion 
the Kiwis did have the 
“raw talent” to become a 
successful Soccer nation 
— despite the selection of 
overseas cast-offs in his 
present national set-up. 

In the interview which 
took place before the de- 
bacle against Rangers, 
Jones stated that the pre- 
sent lack of depth of New 
Zealand international 
players could be rectified 
in two ways. 

He wants the NZ Roth- 
mans League upgraded 
and the junior set-up over 
there to be restructured. 

For the Rothmans 
League improvements 
he wants clubs to train 
four or five nights a week

Under the “Jones Plan”, 
New Zealand should then 
play some home games 
against European _opposi- 
tion in June -before the 
World Cup elimination 
games in October. 

The NZ mentor also 
suggested that maybe 
New Zealand were play- 
ing too much internation- 
al football at the “wrong 
time” of the year. 

He suggested that 
Oceania on a whole, in- 
cluding New Zealand and 
Australia, adopt summer 
Soccer.

His reasoning in this in- 
stance is that summer 
Soccer would mean that
